Shelter gets 
funds from 
tax program

The AuSable Valley Animal Shelter will 
be able to continue an in-house spay and 
neuter program to help curb the pet popula- 
tion in the Crawford County area thanks to 
a state program. 

The Michigan Department of Agriculture 
and Rural Development (MDARD), last 
weck, announced the recipients of the 
2012 Companion Animal Welfare tax 
check-off funds, which — generated 
$134,253.06 under a competitive grant 
cycle. 

The {5 state registered animal 
shelters/humane societies will receive 
between $5,000 and $10,000 in reimburse- 
ment for the purchase of supplies, services 
and materials for spay and neuter activities, 

The AuSable Valley Animal Shelter will 
receive $5,000 through the program, which 
will ensure that it will continue a program 
to spay and neuter pets before they go to 
homes.

MR. PEACE ENCOURAGES STUDENTS TO FIND 


GOODNESS IN EVERYONE TO STOP BULLYING

A young man known as 
“Mr. Peace” ran out of gas 
on his way to speak to 
Crawford AuSable School 
District students last week, 
but he did not fail to ener- 
gize the youth with a mes- 
sage of kindness and toler- 
ance. 


Kevin “Mr. Peace” 
Szawala is a motivational 
speaker, author, hip-hop 


artist and peace activist. 
Born in Detroit, Szawala 
started his motivational 
speaking business called 
“Being Who [ Want 2 Be” in 
2006. 

Szawala spoke to students 
at the Grayling High School 
(GHS), Grayling Middle 
School and fourth and fifth 
graders at the Grayling 
Elementary School fast 
Thursday. His visit was 
prompted by an address 
Szawala gave to the GHS 
Student Senate during a 
summer retreat last year. 

Szawala’s mission was to 
address the topic of bully- 
ing, which occurs in the 
hallways and on busses in 


school districts across the 
nation, sometimes resulting 
in the suicide of bullied stu- 
dents. 

The Grayling Middle 
School has 375 students, 
Each day, 160,000 students 
across the nation do not 
attend school due to bully- 
ing. 

“That would be like clos- 
ing 400 schools about this 
size,” Szawala said. 

Szawala engaged the stu- 
dents throughout his presen- 
tation. He asked the stu- 
dents and teachers when 
they experienced the most 
painful time in their lives. 

Szawala then used a cup 
of water to explain how 
painful words, acts and 
judgements can overflow as 
time goes on. 

“Something that was 10 
years ago, you remembered 
like it was yesterday,” 
Szawala said. 

Szawala used a basketball 
during his presentation, He 
asked the students to imag- 
ine that it was a bowling 
ball and a pile of their 
expensive I-Phones, I-Pads 


and video game systems 


were placed in front of him. 
Szawala slammed the ball 
onto the gym floor, in an 
effort to show how he was 
smashing their expensive 
gadgets to bits. 

In response, students told 
Szawala they would punch 
him, beat him up to the 
more comical, “making him 
suffer through a Justin 
Bieber concert.” 

Szawala asked the stu- 
dents to explain the attrib- 
utes of their best friends. He 
then offered to give a stu- 
dent a $20 bill. After 
Szawala crumpled up the 
bill, stomped on it and said 
he would desecrate it every 
way possible, the students 
said they still saw the value 
in the money. 

Szawala encouraged them 
to see the inner-goodness in 
all students and to treat 
them all the same. 

“Treat everybody like you 
treat your best friend and do 
that 100 percent of the 
time,” Szawala said. 

Szawala concluded his 
talk, relaying a story of a 
motivational speaker, who

The court candidates, how- 
ever, are nominated by polit- 
ical parties, but run on a 
non-partisan ballot, and are 
not identified as _ either 
Republican or Democrat. 
Sitting justices, however, 
are identified as “incum- 


bents,” which places a high 
name value for nominees, 
Justice Stephen 
Markman, first appointed to 
the Court in 1999 by 
Republican Gov. «John 
Engler, likely will be seek- 
ing another eight-year term. 


Justice Brian Zahra, 
appointed last year by 
Republican Gov. Rick 


Snyder after he picked 
Justice Maureen Corrigan to 
head the state Department of 
Human Services, must run 
to fill the last two years of 
Ms. Corrigan’s term. If 
elected to the short term in 
November, Justice Zahra 
would have to go before vot- 
ers again in 2014 for a full 
term. 

The third Supreme Court 
opening is because Justice 
Marilyn Kelly, nominated 
by Democrats and _ first 
elected in 1996 and again in 
2004, cannot seek a new 
term because Michigan law 
requires judicial candidates 
at all levels to be younger 
than 70. Judges can serve 
beyond 70, but cannot run 
after that age.

Cut tax loopholes to 
reduce the deficit. 


A few days ago, I intro- 
duced the Cut Unjustified 
Tax Loopholes Act, or CUT 
Loopholes Act. Sen. Kent 
Conrad of North Dakota, 
the chairman of the Senate 
Budget Committee, joined 
me in proposing this legisla- 
tion to help us meet three 
important goals: Reducing 
the budget deficit, protect- 
ing important priorities, and 
restoring some of the fair- 
ness to our tax system. 

Our legislation would 
reduce the deficit by $155 
billion by closing tax loop- 
holes that favor wealthy 
individuals and corpora- 
tions, loopholes that raise 
the tax. burden _ that 
American families must 
carry. It would provide 
more than enough revenue 
to pay for a full-year exten- 
sion of the payroll tax cut 
now in place, or put a sig- 
nificant dent in the deficit 
reduction we need to avoid 
draconian automatic cuts 
that could take effect next 
year. 

It is clear to almost every- 
one that revenue must be a 
part of our deficit reduction 
strategy. Presidents from 
Reagan to the elder 
President Bush to Clinton 
have used balanced strate- 
gies that included revenue 
as well as spending cuts to 
reduce deficits, 

I will continue to fight for 
a number of other revenue 
measures, such as a surtax 
on millionaires and billion- 
aires; eliminating tax subsi- 
dies for oil and gas compa- 


- nies; ending the Bush-era 


tax cuts for those earning 
more than $250,000; and 
ending the carried interest 
loophole. We need to make 
those changes. But so far, 
they have run into an ideo- 
logical brick wall, as too 
many in Congress refuse to 
consider reasonable revenue 


- Measures, But even that 


oe ee 


rigid ideological stance 
should allow for ending the 
kinds of egregious loop- 
holes our bill would com- 
bat. 

First is offshore tax haven 


abuse. The Permanent 
Subcommittee on 
Investigations, which I 


chair, has spent years shed- 
ding light on how these 
abuses aid the wealthy and 
corporations. 

Our bill would give the 
Treasury Department 
authority to combat tax 
haven banks and jurisdic- 
tions that help U.S. clients 
hide assets and dodge U.S. 
taxes; crack down on off- 
shore corporations that are 
managed from the United 
States from claiming for- 
eign status to dodge taxes; 
eliminate tax incentives for 
moving U.S. jobs overseas 
or for transferring intellec- 
tual property offshore; and 
establish the presumption 
that, unless a taxpayer 
proves otherwise, a corpora- 
tion formed by, receiving 
assets from or benefitting a 
U.S. taxpayer is considered 
under that taxpayer’s con- 
trol for tax purposes. 

These provisions and oth- 
ers would reduce deficit by 
at least $130 billion over 10 
years. 

Our bill’s second focus is 
on a tax loophole that subsi- 
dizes corporations giving 
stock options to corporate 
executives. Today, corpora- 
tions can take massive tax 
deductions for — stock 
options, but usually show a 
much lower expense on 
their books. Our subcom- 
mittee. found that from 
2005-2009, this loophole 
allowed excess tax deduc- 
tions ranging from $12 bil- 
lion to as high as $61 billion 
in a single year. 

The CUT Loopholes Act 
would prevent corporate 
‘income tax deductions for

stock options that exceed 
the expense shown on com- 
pany books. It would pre- 
serve current tax (treatment 
for individuals receiving 
options and for incentive 
stock options used by start- 
up companies. 

According to Joint 
Committee on Taxation, 
these measures would 
reduce the deficit by $25 
billton over 10 years. 

The time for these mea- 
sures is now. Here’s why. 

First, the math is 
inescapable. We 
reduce the deficit and do 
other important things — 
protect our country, care for 
our seniors, educate our 
young — if tax revenue 
remains at its lowest level in 
decades, and if the effective 
corporate tax rate is at his- 
toric lows, thanks in part to 
these and other tax loop- 
holes. 

Second, there is a grow- 
ing recognition among 
Americans that loopholes 
like these and many, many 


others leave the deck 
stacked against them and 
their families. 


Overwhelmingly, 
Americans tell us: Close 
those loopholes down. 
Public opinion polls show 
strong support for closing 
tax loopholes, support that

But this decision should 
be easy.

by oath or affirmation, and 
particularly describing the 
place to be searched, and the 
persons or things to be 
seized,”

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Future of Grayling Fish Hatchery 
remains in limbo due to finances

“They've done a lot and 
they've really branched out,” 
Compo said. 

Rick Anderson, vice 
chairman of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, is the coun- 
ty board's liaison to the 
GRA. He added that GRA is 
Organizing adult leagues 
and events for the pair of 
disc golf courses located at 
Hanson Hills, made possi- 
ble by support from the 
Grayling Rotary Club. 

“That's a real money 
maker out there if they can 
get that off the ground,” 
Anderson said. 

Options presented by 
Compo last week included 
subsidizing the fish hatch- 
ery with funds from money 
for the county's general fund 
or filling in the raceways 
and ceasing hatchery opera- 
tions. 

Compo told the board the 
county is already financially 
committed to purchasing an 
office building on Norway 
Street for District Health 


Department #10, replacing 
the roof on the county build- 
ing and county jail and 
replacing 911/central dis- 
patch consoles. 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, said he did 
not believe it was feasible 
for a county entity to run the 
fish hatchery. 

“What other options do 
we have,” Stephenson said. 
“| don't think we want to run 
it at a loss either.” 

The county board asked 
for an official letter from the 
GRA board if it indeed 
wants to severe its tie from 
the fish hatchery. 

“It is just another casualty 
due to the poor economy,” 
Compo said, 

In 1914, Grayling lumber 
baron Rasmus Hanson pur- 
chased land on the AuSable 
River, collected donations 
from friends and local fish- 


ermen and established the 


private hatchery where they 
hoped to raise grayling from 
eggs and release them into 


the wild. 

Hanson and his friends 
failed to save the native fish, 
whose habitat was 
destroyed by floating jogs 
down the river to local lum- 
ber mills, but their work 
with brook and brown trout 
succeeded. 

Grayling residents banded 
together in the early 1980s 
and received permission 
from the state to open the 
hatchery after it had been 
closed for several years. 

Thousands of school 
groups, tourists and resi- 
dents visit the hatchery 
every summer. 

The Fish Hatchery 
Committee completed a 
project to restore the fish 
hatchery grounds through a 
$464,000 Department of 
Natural Resources grant in 
2005. 

County Commissioner 
Scott Hanson said he 
believes that more effort 
needs to be put into keeping 
the fish hatchery open 
before just shutting down 
operations. 


“It's just a terrible shame 
to loose that facility,” 
Hanson said “I can't see us 
filling in those raceways, 
They need to find a way to 
keep that going.” 

Hanson was not opposed 
to supporting the fish hatch- 
ery with funds from the 
county coffers. He and 
Anderson were put in 
charge with finding a civic 
group, Trout Unlimited 
members or even a private 
enterprise that would keep 
the fish hatchery operating. 

“I think it's well worth it 
to keep that asset in our 


community open,’ Hanson 
said. 

Crawford County 
Commissioner Shelley 


Pinkelman said there are 
also federal Juvenile Justice 
and Delinquency Act grant 
programs, which could be 
accessed by the schools or 
the courts, to help support 
the fish hatchery. 

“If you can come up with 
a program that would work 
in your area, there’s money 
and lots of it,” she said.

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Heart disease: first signs different, but 


threat similar for men and women 


(ARA) - While heart dis- 
ease continues to receive a lot 
of attention, certain myths 
Surrounding the disease per- 
sist. 

A coupic of the most com- 
mon myths are that heart dis- 
ease iS more common in men 
than women, and that the first 
Signs of a heart attack are the 
same for both men and 
women, says Dr. Mary Ann 
McLaughlin, medical direc- 
tor of the cardiac health pro- 
gram at The Mount Sinai 
Medical Center in New York. 

Heart disease remains the 
leading cause of death in men 
and women in the United 
States, affecting both sexes 
relatively equally. "Women 
are more afraid of dying from 
cancer," says McLaughlin. 
"But in fact, they are much 
more likely to dic from heart 
disease." 

Also, the first signs of a 
heart attack can inanifest 
themselves in different ways 
between men and women. 
While both men and women 
can experience the more 
well-known symptoms like 
chest pain or tightness and a 
shooting pain in the left arm, 
here are the most common 
differences in symptoms by 
Sex, according to 
McLaughlin. 

The more obvious symp- 
toms are more prevalent in 
men, which might be why 
research shows that men go 
to the emergency room with 
symptoms much earlier in 
than women. 

More subtle symptoms are 
more likely in women. These 


include shortness of breath, 
swealing or dizziness, nau- 
sea, severe fatigue, sudden 
sleep disturbances, pain radi- 
ating through the jaw, small 
of the back or between the 
shoulder blades 

"Women with diabetes are 
about twice as susceptible to 
heart attacks as men with the 
condition," says McLaughlin. 
“Increased risk factors for 
women also include having 
an autoimmune disorder and 
a history of gestational dia- 
betes or preeclampsia during 
pregnancies." 

Knowing the first signs of 
a heart allack is important, 
but reducing your risks for 
heart disease is the best way 
to avoid experiencing once. 
McLaughlin offers the fol- 
lowing tips for a healthy 
heart: 

* Reduce salt intake. 
Limiting your consumption 
of processed foods can help 
with this, as they are often 
high in salt. 

* Choose your fats wisely. 
Use olive oil instead of but- 
ter, snack on nuts instead of 
other sugary and high-fat 
snacks, and take supplements 
like flax seed oil that can 
boost your levels of omega-3 
fatty acids, which can reduce 
artery inflammation. 
Consuming more omega-3s 
can also help you reduce your 
LDL (bad cholesterol) levels. 

* Get regular exercise. A 
good rule of thumb ts when 
balanced with a proper diet, 
30 minutes of exercise a day 
will help you maintain your 
current weight, while 60 min- 


utes will help you lose 
weight. If that seems like a 
lot, try to work exercises in to 
your daily tasks by taking the 
stairs instead of the clevator 
or walking or biking to work. 
Maintaining a healthy weight 
lowers your risk for cardio- 
vascular disease. 

¢ Ask your doctor whether 
a daily regimen of low-dose 
aspirin would be appropriate 
for you, as it could lower 
your risk of a heart attack. 

* Maintain a daily intake of 
1,000 mg of vitamin D, 
which can be found in some 
of the same fatty fish that 
contain high levels of omega- 
3 fatty acids. Vitamin D sup- 
plements can also help you 
achieve this, as low levels are 
associated with heart disease 
and high blood pressure. 
Exposure to sunshine also 
helps your body produce vit- 
amin D, but don't forget your 
sunscreen. 

« Know your numbers. 
Your doctor can help you get 
your readings and give you 
advice on how to meet the 
following goals for optimum 
heart health: 

Total cholesterol: less than 
200 

LDL (bad cholesterol): less 
than 100 

HDL (good cholesterol): 
greater than or equal to 40 

Total cholesterol to HDL 
ratio: less or equal to 4.4 for 
women and less than or equal 
to 5 for men 

Triglycerides: less than 
150 

Blood pressure: Iess than 
120 systolic and Jess than 80 


diastolic 

Non-fasting glucose: less 
than 120 

Fasting glucose: less than 
100 

Hemoglobin Alc: less than 
7

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Medication safety for children: 


important advice for caregivers 


(ARA) - Each year, an 
estimated 71,000 children 
are treated in emergency 
rooms for accidental med- 
ication poisonings, many of 
which are caused by dosing 
mistakes. Thankfully, 
while health care profes- 
sionals or poison control 
resources resolve most 
issues, extreme cases that 
go untreated can result in 
complications, particularly 
in very young children. 

"Many well-intentioned 
caregivers can get mixed 
up when it comes to admin- 
istering medication," says 
Dr. Michael App, a pedia- 
trician in Grand Rapids. 
"With so many factors 
playing a role in proper 
dosage, such as weight and 
age of the child, it is essen- 
tial that caregivers closely 
follow the directions on the 
label to avoid potentially 
life-threatening mistakes." 

Several manufacturers of 
children's medications are 
also making efforts to 
improve safety and reduce 
the likelihood of errors. 
Perrigo Company, the 
world's largest manufactur- 
er of over-the-counter phar- 
maceutical products for 
retailers' store brands, has 
been investing in equip- 
ment to insert "flow restric- 
tors" in the bottles of all of 
their pediatric aceta- 
minophen products. Flow 
restrictors reduce the size 
of the bottle opening and 
limit access to the medicine 


inside the bottle. Perrigo 
has added flow restrictors 
to all of its infants' products 
and began converting the 
packaging of all of its chil- 
dren's products with flow 
restrictors in January 2012. 
Perrigo is also participating 
in the Centers for Disease 
Control and Consumer 
Healthcare Products 
Association PROTECT ini- 
tiative, which is bringing 
together experts to create 
strategies to reduce unsu- 
pervised medication inges- 
tion in children. 

Experts remind care- 
givers to be diligent and 
avoid these common medi- 
cine mistakes: 

Not paying attention to 
potential drug interac- 
tions 

Caregivers should 
always check medication 
labels and take care to 
avoid administering multi- 
ple drugs at the same time, 
unless recommended or 
prescribed by a pediatri- 
cian. Also, before adminis- 
tering medicine, caregivers 
should always review the 
enclosed packaging materi- 
als and directions. 

Overmedicating due to 
measuring errors 

When administering 
medicine, caregivers 
should always use the dos- 
ing device provided by the 
pharmacist or manufactur- 
er, and never attempt. to 
"eyeball" the proper 
amount. That household 


teaspoon your mom used? 
According to a study in the 
International Journal of 
Clinical Practice, house- 
hold spoons or similar 
objects can hold two to 
three times more liquid 
than standardized materi- 
als. Most pediatricians rec- 
ommend using a syringe 
over any other dispensing 
device for the most accura- 
cy. 

Basing the dose on age 
instead of weight 

"Children grow at differ- 
ent rates, which makes it 
hard for parents and doc- 
tors to base dosage recom- 
mendations on age," says 
App. “Since children 
metabolize medicine dif- 
ferently depending on how 
much they weigh, this is 
how most manufacturers 
label their dosage recom- 
mendations - not based on 
age. This is especially 
important for children who 
are over- or underweight." 

Forgetting vitamins 

As with adults, doctors 
need to know every med- 
ication or vitamin that a 
child is taking, as certain 
vitamins can decrease the 
effectiveness of medicines 
Or cause complications. 
Caregivers should always 
have a list of medicines on 
hand that lists the types and 
dosage amounts of every 
medication, vitamin and 
supplement that a child 
takes, as well as a list of 
allergies. 


Not taking medicine as 
directed | 

Most prescriptions, espe- 
cially antibiotics, are meant 
to be used in full. Even 
though a child may fee! 
better, it is important to 
complete the dosage, or 
else the illness could recur. 
Furthermore, this practice 
can ultimately contribute to 
the development of antibi- 
Otic-resistant bacteria. In 
the same vein, caregivers 
should avoid giving left- 
over pills from a previous 
prescription for something 
they “self-diagnose” to be 
the same as a previous ill- 
ness. It is also important to 
avoid giving medicine for 
any purpose other than that 
specified by the instruc- 
tions. 

Failing to adhere to 
expiration dates 

Manufacturers list expi- 
ration dates on packaging 
for a reason, as these dates 
are generally based on 
internal testing that demon- 
strates the longest period a 
medicine is known to be 
effective. Using medicine 
left in the cabinet after it 
has expired can result in 
reduced effectiveness. 

"Parents should always 
ask their pharmacist or 
pediatrician if there are any 
special precautions or 
directions with any drug - 
over-the-counter or pre- 
scription - their child is tak- 
ing," says App. 


Nip seasonal allergies in the bud 


(ARA) ~- When every- 
thing comes up roses, so do 
spring allergies. Forty mil- 
lion Americans suffer from 
outdoor and indoor aller- 
gies in the United States, 
making it one of the coun- 
try's most common, yet 
overlooked health condi- 
tions. In fact, allergies are 
the fifth-leading chronic 
disease in the U.S. for all 
ages. 

Allergic symptoms occur 
whert a person's body over- 
reacts to “allergens,” often 
referred to as triggers. 
While people can experi- 
ence allergy triggers any 
time throughout the year, 
the pollen released from 
trees, grass and weeds in 
the spring is a big trigger 


for many sufferers. Allergy 
symptoms may include 
sneezing; runny nose; itchy, 
watery eyes and itchy nose 
or throat. 

More than 2 million 
school days and 4 million 
missed or lost workdays are 
racked up each year due to 
seasonal allergies. 
However, with proper man- 
agement and education, 
allergy symptoms can be 
relieved, allowing adults 
and children alike to con- 
tinue their favorite activi- 
ties inside and outside, 

As an allergist, I'm often 
addressing my patients’ 
concerns about treating 
their allergy symptoms 
with a medicine that can 
relieve their symptoms 
quickly and doesn’t make 
them tired or groggy," says 
Dr. Eli Meltzer, Allergy & 
Asthma Medical Group and 
Research Center. "I often 
recommend a trial of the

the-counter category, 
Allegra, to my patients.

¢ Garden with greater 
ease: When doing yard 
work, keep hands away 
from your face to avoid 
contact with your eyes and 
nose. When finished prun- 
ing, planting and potting, 
don't bring gardening tools 
indoors, and immediately 
change into clean clothing. 
Showering following a gar- 
dening session can also

help reduce symptoms. 

¢ Sleep more soundly: 
Place removable allergen- 
resistant coverings on mat- 
tresses, pillows and box 
springs, and wash your bed- 
ding in hot water every 7 to 
14 days. 

* Keep indoor air clean: 
Keep the windows in your 
home and car closed, and 
don't forget to change filters 
in air conditioning units 
and vents frequently this 
time of year. 

* Monitor the pollen 
count: Seasonal allergy 
symptoms can flare up 
when pollen counts are par- 
ticularly high. Before head- 
ing out, check the local 
news or Internet for current 
pollen counts. If high 


pollen counts are forecast- 
ed, take an allergy medica- 
tion before symptoms set 
in, and keep outdoor activi- 
ty to a minimum when pos- 
sible.

Vikings clinch title with 31-point 
victory vs. Bobcats in finals

Grayling High School 
posted its second consecu- 
tive district championship 
for boys basketball with a 
71-40 victory vs. the 
Houghton Lake Bobcats on 
Friday night. 

The Vikings advanced to 
the Michigan High School 
Athletic Association’s 
District 63-B finals with a 
64-43 win vs. the 
Roscommon Bucks on 
Wednesday night in the 
semifinals, a contest played 
at Roscommon.

Grayling scored 11 unan- 
swered points, a series that 
included two baskets by 
Enos, a drive by Devon 
Dawson, lay-ups by Zigila 
and Tobin, and one free 
throw by Griffin Dean. 
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The Vikings took a 19-5 
advantage into the second 
quarter, 

Grayling scored the first 
five points of the second 
period with an inside shot 
by Enos and free throws by 
Tobin and Enos. Tobin, 
Burrell, and Scott Parkinson 
scored for Grayling in 
between three-pointers by 
Houghton ~—_ Lake.

“IT was extremely pleased 
with our defensive intensity 
throughout the- game. Our 
kids played with a lot of 
energy and were aggressive 
at the defensive end of the 
court. Our defensive pres- 
sure wore down Houghton 
Lake early in this game,” 
Coach Rich Moffit said. 

Grayling had evenly dis- 
tributed scoring in the con- 
test. According to the team, 
Tobin finished with 14 
points, six rebounds, and 
seven steals.
